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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. Claims 1,2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. A glass containing silica is critical or essential to the 
practice of the invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the 
disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). A silica 
component is required in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1,2,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 



alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Steidl et al (6,342,302) 
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Steidl et ai teach a glass ceramic composition including a leucite phase 
(potassium alumina silicate) including Si0 2 , B 2 0 3 , K 2 0, Na 2 0, Al 2 0 3 and MgO, see 
examples 1 ,2 and 4. the glass ceramic has a thermal expansion of greater than 125 x 
10" 7 /K. The glass is formed, heated and may be crystallized during annealing, see 
column 5, line 28-column 6, line 27. Steidl et al do not teach a multilayer filter, however, 
the intended use of the claimed composition does not patentably distinguish the 
composition, per se, since such undisclosed use is inherent in the reference 
composition. In order to be limiting, the intended use must create a structural difference 
between the claimed composition and the prior art composition. In the instant case, the 
intended use does not create a structural difference, thus the intended use is not 
limiting. Please note that when applicant claims a composition in terms of function and 
the composition of the prior art appears to be the same, the Examiner may make a 
rejection under both 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, expressed as a 102/103 rejection (MPEP 
2112). A glass is being claimed. 

5. Claims 1 ,2,4,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Brodkin et al (6,120,591). 

Brodkin et al teach a glass ceramic composition including a leucite phase 
(potassium alumina silicate) including Si0 2 , B 2 0 3 , K 2 0, Na 2 0, Al 2 0 3 and MgO, see 
examples 1 ,2,4. the glass ceramic has a thermal expansion of greater than 125 x 10" 7 
/K. 
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The glass is formed and heated to 950-1 100°C to crystallize the leucite phase, 
column 4, lines 14-35. The intended use of the glass composition is not considered to 
patentably distinguish the claimed glass ceramic composition. 

6. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a or e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kobayashi et al (7,008,891). 

Kobayashi et al teach a glass ceramic composition including a sodium potassium 
alumina silicate crystalline phase and including 35-60 mol% Si0 2 , 0-1 5% B 2 0 3 , 5-30% 
K 2 0, 0-30% Na 2 0, 5-35% Al 2 0 3 and 0-15% MgO, see column 2 and example 7. The 
glass ceramic has a thermal expansion of up to 130 x 10~ 7 IK . The glass ceramic is 
used in optical filters. The glass is formed, shaped and crystallized, see column 7, lines 
54-65. 

The claims are considered anticipated or in the alternative the subject matter as 
a whole would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention to have selected the overlapping portion of the range disclosed by the 
prior art because overlapping ranges have been held to be a prima facie case of 
obvious, see In re Malagari, 182 U.S.P.Q 549. 

7. Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37CFR1.55. See MPEP § 201.15. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
